What The Food Board is Doing 


The Canada Fuod Board ie under 
the Minister of Agriculture and is 
composed of three members, H. B. 
Thom peon, Chairman, Honorable C. 
A. Dunning, Director of Production 
and J.D, McGregor, Director of 
Farm Labor. 

I¢ aims to controll the production 
and the distribution of foodstuffe, 
weing the established channels of 
production and trade, eo that Canad- 


\ | iaps need not want and Great Britain 
-}end the Allies may be fed. 


Tt urges greater production in order 
thet Canada’s exportable surplus of 
foodstuffs may be greater. Without 
food from the United States and Can- 
ada the Allies would starve. This 
menace of starvation in Europe must 
be warded off, if the allied forces are 
to be effective, for every civilian ‘ers 
famine more than he fears the Ger- 
mans. Napoleon taught him that. 
It’s in his blood. 

Beef, poork and wheat are vital 


‘| foods in the warring countries. To 


increase their production Canadians 
mast produce more, conserve what 
they have by substituting other 
foods for them and by reducing the 
quantities consumed, The . Canada 
Food Board by its pnblicity, propa- 
ganda and regulations, which have 


| the force of law. stimulates produc- 


tion working iu conjuction with pro- 
vincial committees, preaches the sub 
stitutiun of fish for beef and pork, 
corn meal and oatmeal for wheat and 
insists that every vitizen shall be a 
conscientious food controller. 

The embargo and the licensing sys- 
tem are the two weapons that make 
possible food contro] in Canada, No 
food can enter or go out of Canada 
without a permit. Noone oan buy or 
sell foodstuffs without a license. Re 
tailestablishments, involving licenses, 
number 80,000; wholesale establish- 
ments, 23,500. 1,500 licenses are 
jesued daily. Permits to exporters 
and importers number between 1,250 
and 1,500 a month. A revenue ac- 
crues from the licensing system which 
q@oes to the Receiver-General though 
the Canada Food Boarn ts given 
credit for it. By the end of 1918, 
after two years operation, the Canada 
Food Board will have cost the tax 
Payers nota single cent. It in self 
contained and self-sustaining. 

By July 1 Canada will have shipped 
40 per cent. more wheat to the Allies 
than the average of three years before 
the war. The increased shipments 
to date are: Pork, 122,000,000 pounds, 
beef, 74,000,000 Ibs., wheat and flour, 
85,000,000 bushels, eggs, 15,000,000 
bushels, eggs, 15.000,000dozen. Ship- 
ments of pork from the United States 
end Canada during March, 1918, were 
twice what they were in March, 1915, 
and three times what they were in 
March, 1912. The test of the Canada 
Food Board is that it gets its food- 
etuffe shipped overseas. When the 
last sack of flour of the 1917 crop is 
shipped’ the uext boat to leave will 
carry the first sack of 1918 crop, 
Western Canada bas increased its 
grain acreage 2,600,000 acres and 
made a larger provision for the pro- 
diction of food animals especially 
hogs. By June 15, 20,000 bushels vf 
corn will be milled daily by Canadian 
flour mills affording ample substition 
for wheat flour. 

The Canada Food Board hus effect- 
ed a revolution in the fish-eating 
habits of Canadians. The consump- 
tion of fish has increased 100 per cent 
in the past twelve months. Ihe re- 
tail fish stores have grown from 90 
to 1,500 ia less than a year. The 
economic diet of native fish bids fair 
to be permanent, 

Canadian food contro! cannot rise 
higher than the voluntary self-sacri- 
ficing and denying power of the people 
will permit. Compulsory rationing is 
foreign to the temper of Canadians 
and so far bas not been found neces- 
sary. Every provinceis now draft» 
ing voluntary rationing plans to con- 
form to local conditions.

There is little present possibility 
of an alliance between Germany and 
Japan, Premier Count Terauchi told 
the Tokio correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily Mail in an interview re-

He added that the 
Japanese, so far as his observation 
went, were as loyal to Great Britain 
now as before the war, and_ that 
whatever might be the opinion of 
the individual, the Japanese, as a 
whole, could never, under existing 
circumstances, imagine themselves 
pro-German.

Strength of Merchants 
Bank is Set Forth in Report 


Twenty Millions are Added to Assets 
and Current Loans 


An increase in total-assets amount- 
ing to almost twenty million dollars 
was the outstanding feature of the 
very gratifying report submitted at 
the annual meeting of the’ Mer- 
chants Bank of Canada on the fifth 
of June, This increase, which brings 
the assets of the Bank up to the 
notable figure of $140,937,544, was 
produced by an all-round increase 
in all branches of the Bank’s liabili- 
ties to the public, note circulation 
advanced nearly three millions, and 
non-interest deposits advanced  sev- 
en and three-quarter millions, and in- 
terest-bearing deposits eleven mil- 
lions, while balances due to banks 
and correspondents abroad were the 
only item to show a decrease. The 
general expansion was at the ex- 
ceptional rate of 16% per cent. for 
the year. Deposits grew at the rate 
of over 21 per cent. 

Another important feature of the 
report consists in the extent to 
which the Bank was successful in 
enlarging its current loans and dis- 
counts in Canada. Thirteen and a 
half million dollars approximately 
was added to this class of assets in 
the twelve months ending April 30, 
and in the speeches at the annual 
meeting it was made clear that this 
expansion was in the main a direct 
result of the increased valuation of 
the commodities on which such 
loans are based. The assets have 
been rigorously scrutinised, and the 
sum of $400,000 was appropriated 
out of profits for the contingent fund 
for the making good of any depre- 
ciation, 

In spite of the expansion in cur- 
rent loans, the proportion of liquid 
assets to liabilities is still high 
enough for the most conservative 
requirements. The cash and readily 
realizable assets now total $57,667,481 
sainst public liabilities amounting 
to $126,322,671, or in the proportion 
of 45.6 per cent. About 34 millions 
of these liquid assets is in the form 
of cash, bank balances and _ call 
loans, and the remainder consists 
largely of government securities of 
the Dominion, the Provinces and 
Great Britain. It will be seen phat 
both by its assistance to the current 
trade and industry of the Dominion 
and by its support of the govern- 
ment finances of Canada and, the 
allies, the Merchants Bank is _ per- 
forming important services towards 
the winning of the war, 

Notwithstanding the greatly in- 
creased volume of assets, profits con- 
tinue to be on a very moderate scale 
considering the real size of the 
sharcholders’ investment, The earn- 
ings for the year were $1,236,680, 
being 17.66 per cent. on the capital 
of $7,000,000, but the real investment 
includes $7,000,000 of rest or reserve 
fund, to say nothing of the undistri- 
buted profit balance, and the actual 
rate of earnings is therefore ™less 
than 8.8 per cent. Not all of this is 
available for the shareholders, since, 
as already mentioned, an appropria- 
tion of $400,000 was made for con- 
tingencies, and war taxes and_ the 
| officers’ pension fund took between 
them another $120,000. After the pay- 
ment of the 10 per cent. dividend 
there was left a balance of $16,681 to 
add to the balance carried forward. 

Since the 1914 statement the total 
assets of the Merchants Bank have 
increased from $83,120,741 to $140,- 
937,544, and this without any increase 
either in capital stock or reserve 
fund. For the time being, owing to 
the large sums carried in liquid as- 
sets at low earning power, and also 
to the constant re-valuation of se- 
curities, the profits are not propor- 
tionately enhanced, but it is evident 
that with the return of more normal 
conditions this expanded business 
should be very beneficial to the 
shareholders,

In the final settlement this brutal 
order will need some adjustment, 
and the public execution of all the 
German prisoners in the hands of 
the allies, and they number many 
thousands, would be a fitting reprisal 
for the dastardly order, were repri- 
sals decided upon as a fixed policy.— 
Winnipeg Telegram.

Not so many years ago, an Indian 
chicf, member of the United States 
Senecas we used to read of in the 
“Leather-Stockiag” novels, visited 
Germany, 

Before he went he said he hoped 
to see the kaiser and preach true 
religion to him. He came back dis- 
appointed in not being able to talk 
to the kaiser, but more than _ this, 
he came back to his family with a 
tale that Germany was a country of 
warriors getting ready to fight 
somebody. 

A month ago a letter from the re- 
servation told that Jesse Cornplant- 
jer, son of this chief, had enlisted in 
the United States army and was go- 
}ing over to Germany on another sort 
of errand to the kaiser. 

Young Cornplanter will find him- 
self in good company and with mil- 
lions of men ready to carry a pretty 
potent message over the top to take 
to Berlin. 

Perhaps before the war is over, 
feet that once wore moccasins will 
tread the streets of Potsdam, and the 
red man will help civilize an auto- 
eracy gone mad with the lust for 
power. 

The Senecas and other Indians did 
not wait for the draft. Long before 
the United States entered the strug- 
gle Indians had gone over the border 
and enlisted with the Canadian for- 
ces. Indeed, on the Canadian reser- 
vations the Dominion government 
had encouraged the formation of In- 
dian companies and battalions. 


Thus when the first blood was 
shed the Canadian Indians were 
ready and weat their way to the 


transports eager for the fray “over 
there.” Hundreds more joined such 
regiments as they could, some of the 
readiest enlisting in the Princess Pat 
regiment. Many of the Indian boys 
that joined that regiment won im- 
mortal honors for heroic work at the 
front. Among these are Lieut. Long- 
lance of the Cherokees, who was 
about to enter West Point 
United States service, when a real 
chance for service came. 

In the Princess Pat regiment, too, 
was Ernest Kick, the Oneida who 
lost his life at Vimy Ridge, and Har- 
old Griffis, whose father was a Kio- 
wa. Griffis’ real name is Tahan, 
Fighting Man, Thrice he was wound- 
ed, the last time he being one of the 
cight survivors of his company. 

To the Canadian, Indians are Can- 
adians—brothers in the big fight. 
Just so they are proving themselves 
in the United States. where more 
than 5,000 have enlisted voluntarily 
in every branch of the service.

Although the Germans are still at- 
tacking the allied lines viciously on 
both sides of the Reims salient, what 
gains they are making continue to be 
small ones on isolated sectors, and 
seemingly are confined to the region | 
along the Marne and immediately 
south-west of Reims. 

Eastward from the cathedral city 
through Champagne the French re- 
port that they everywhere are hold- 
ing the enemy and keeping their lines 
intact, notwithstanding the prodigious 
expenditure of shells by the Ger-! 
mans, and the determination with 
which their troops are delivering their 
thrusts. | 

Everywhere the battles are being 
stubbornly contested, and where the 
French and Italians have been com- 
pelled to give ground it has been on- 
ly after the infliction of extremely 
heavy casualties on the invaders. The. 
Americans nowhere have been forced 
to withdraw. On the contrary, near 
Fossoy, near the bend of the Marne, 
between Chateau-Thierry and Dor- 
mans, they have made further im- 
provements in their positions. Like 
their French comrades in arms, the 
Americans also have been engaged in 
violent fighting with the enemy. 

The German Strathegy 

Daily it becomes increasingly ap- 
parent that the sirateny of the Ger- 
man high command in the present bat- 
tle has foremost in its consideration 
the blotting out of the Reims salient, 
and the straightening of the line east- 
ward rouge Champagne toward Ver- 
dun. The hardest fighting of Tues- 
day was southwest of Reims, where 
the enemy is endeavoring to break 
through the hill and forest region, 
reach the railway running from Reims 
to Epernay and force the evacuation 
of Reims.

GETS MORE HARD COAL 
Will Be Rble to Import 
More Than 65 Percent of Its Needs 

Winniper, July 17.—Winnipeg is to 
have 65 per cent of its normal supply 
of anthracite coal for next winter, 
while the remainder of the province 
of Manitoba, other than the city of 
Winnipeg and that portion of  Sas- 
katchewan east of approximately the 
104th meridian, is to have 50 pdr cent 
of last year’s consumption. To the 
cities of Moose Jaw, Regina and Sas- 
katoon, 50 per cent of last year’s con- 
sumption is allotted. This is the lat- 
est development of the coal situation, 
according to a lengthy memorandum 
issued today by Charles W. Peterson, 
deputy fuel controller for Canada.

ON BRITISH SHIPS 
Majority of American Troops Trans- 

ported by British Ships 

London, July 17.—Of the 637,929 
American troops brought to Europe 
in the months of April’ May and 
June, 350,956 were carried in British 
ships, according to statement made in 
the house of commons today by Sir 
Leo Money, parliamentary secretary 
to the ministry of shipping. He adds: 

“Arrangements are being made 
whereby we hope to carry large num- 
bers in the future.”

With the French Army in France, 
July 17.—The Germans today were 
throwing their utmost efforts north- 
ward of the Marne in the direction 
of Mantouil-La-Fosse, which fell mo- 
mentarily into their hands, but was 
shortly afterwards retaken by the 
French in a brilliant counter-attack. 
The situation is generally regarded 
as excellent for the allies, who, in- 
stead of having to meet an offensive 
of a grand scale, now are bet._; forced 
to ward off only local attacks. 

South of the Marne numerous Ger- 
man attacks were repulsed, while the 
allies in counter-attacks regained some 
ground north of Stagnan. 

Among the allied soldiers the feel- 
ing prevails that they have gained 
the ascendancy over the enemy, and 
they go forward with the greatest 
confidence when ordered to carry out 
counter-attacks, even when their num- 
bers are considerably smaller than 
those of the enemy.

,SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


' 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agenecy for the 
District. Entry by prox# may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not Sub-Agency), on certain 
conditions. 

Duties—-Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 89 acres, 
on certain conditions, A _ habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 
| Live stock may be substituted for 
}cultivation under certain conditions, 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along side his home- 
jstead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
| Duties—Six months residence in each 
jof three years after earning home- 
|stead patent; also 50 acres extra cul- 
| tivation. Preemption patent may be 
obtained as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchas- 
ed homestead in certain districts. 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—-Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 60 acres and erect a 
|house worth $300.

Controlling Fires 
_On Settlers’ Clearings 


Admirable Working of Permit Sys- 
tem Wherever It Has Been 
Applied 


The permit system of regulating 
settlers’ clearing fires i8 now in ef- 
fect throughout nearly all the forest 
regions of Catiada, Last year, legis- 
lation to bring it into force was 
adopted in Ontario, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. This year, the new 
Fire Act if New Brunswick makes 
the plan effective throughout that 
province. In Nova Scotia, Quebec, 
and British Columbia, the system 
has been in effect for years. Alber- 
ta is now the only forest province 
without it. 

Wherever the setting out of set- 
lers’ clearing fires has been regulat- 
ed under the permit system, with an 
adequate staff for its enforcement, it 
has worked wonders in reducing the 
forest fire losses, witli no real set- 
back to agricultural development. 

The disposal of logging slash by 
fire, under control, is a problem 
closely related to that of slash re- 
sulting from settlers’ clearing opera- 
tions. In various parts of Canada, 
the safe disposal of logging slash is 
receiving increased attention, due to 
the rapidly increasing stumpage val- 
ue of timber and to the realization 
that our forest resources are by no 
means inexhaustible—C.L., in Con- 
servation,

Development of the West 


Pronounced Progress in Permanent 
Farming in Areas Served by 
the C. N. R. 


A remarkable increase during 1917 
in handlings of live stock and of but- 
ter, cheese, eggs, dressed meat, and 
dressed poultry, over its lines in 
Western Canada is indicated in a 
statement compiled by the freight 
department of the Canadian North-| 
ern Railway. Any great increase in| 
tonnage in these commodities, of 
course, could not be accomplished 
without pronounced progress in per- 
manent farming in areas served by 
the C. N. R. in Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. It is significent 
that the prairie provinces are be- 
coming exporters of dairy products, 
where in recent years they were im- 
porters on a considerable scale. 

During 1917, 11,363 cars of live 
stock were handled over the lines of 
the Canadian Northern Railway sys- 
tem as compared with 7,245 during 
1916. This is an increase of dice

Saskatchewan 
Hail Insurance Rates 


Will Be Four Cents an Acre on All 
Assessable Land 


There will be no change this year 
in connection with the rates, indem- 
nities payable, or in the policies is- 
sued by the hail insurance commis- 
sioner of Saskatchewan, according to 
a statement made at the offices of 
the commission at Regina.* The rate 
will be four cents an acre on all as- 
sessable land with maximum indem- 
nity of $5 an acre. There are 126 
municipalities operating under the 
provisions of the Hail Insurance Act, 
the same number as last year, and 
the commission starts the season 
with a reserve of about $50,000. 

There will be 19 board companies | 
writing hail insurance in Saskatche- 
wan this season and the rates will be 
the same as last year, six per cent. | 
for cash business and eight per cent. ' 
for credit policies. There was con- 
siderable discussion some time ago 
among hail underwriters in regard 
to advancing the rates, but no action 
to this end has been taken, except 
that in the Rosthern and Radville 
district some of the companies fave 
advanced the rates to 10 and 12!ber 
cent, owing to heavy losses which 
they have suffered there in the last 
few years.

With the French Forces in France, 
July 17.—General Gouraud, the hero 
of the Dardanelles, was the French 
commander who barred the advance 
of the German crown prince in the 
Champagne.* It was he who, to the 
east of Reims, in one day, brought 
the host of Germans to a standstill. 
This was done with only comparative- 
ly insignificant losses among his own 
men. 

About twenty army divisions have 
been identified in the first line of this 
sector of the front alone. By the end 
of the first day of fighting, half of 
these divisions had been badly mauled 
The precautions the French had taken 
before the Teuton offensive began was 
tuch that the Germans were unable 
to capture a single prisoner in the 
Champagne during the several days 
preceding the attack. The Germans 
were thus deprived of the possibility 
of obtaining information regarding 
the French plans. 

When the German artillery prepara- 
tion started on ‘the night of the 14th 
the flashes from thousands of guns 
were so vivid that they lighted up the 
streets of Chalons, nearly twenty

The French re- 
plied with an equally powerful fire, 
and everything for miles ‘trembled un- 
til dawn, when the German infantry 
came over. The advancing waves were 
of great density, giving the hundreds 
of French 75’s a point blank target. 


At the same time small centers of 
resistance composed of French ad- 


vanced posts opened fire with machine 
guns, which did terrible execution. 

These isolated detachments held up 
the enemy masses for several hours, 
giving ample time for their comrades 
guarding the line of resistance to or- 
ganize and to bring into play all their 
means of defence. 

Then they retired slowly, at times 
being compelled to fight strong bodies 
of the enemy, who had succeeded in 
passing their positions. 

Lieut. Transhard, with 25 men, was 
caught between the French and Ger- 
man barrages and remained fighting 
half the day. He then cut his way 
through the enemy’s lines at the point 
of the bayonet and received the Le- 
gion of Honor on the field. 

The perfect execution of Gen. Gour- 
aud’s defence plans prevented the en-
